4* On hi s conversations with Utility and Horn, the following was volun- 
teered byf 3* T^e meeting was arranged hy Grollmann* The initiative oame 
from the two generals and^ J was happy to meet them, also in light of our 
previous dl 30 U 8 slona on the two gentlemen. The conversation dealt almost 
exclusively with the Soviet military and oojnxuniBt dangers. Internal political 
roblems, inoluding Zipper's Inclusion in U growth, were not discussed, 

3 emphasized that his mestlng with Utility did not indicate endorsement 
of his organization.

In addition to tiie usual military topics, Speidel brought up the 
question of the current mud-slinging among former Goman g enerale. In 
CL 3 °pl n i<® this was not a very serious matter.

persuasion, provided the individual concerned does not attempt to mislead him*
